lm. and which at the same tune, will 
not hurt the interests of the United 
States. It boa been shown by past 
experience, during the reciprocity ar¬ 
rangement under Mr. Illalne. that tae 
commerce between both countries ma¬ 
terially increased and it is e\|>eetrd 
that under any reciprocal nrrntigcmenl 
between the two countries and the lie- 
urea will lie nt 111 higher than they 
were ten years ago. when they reached 
upward of Jlitfi.uno.Min.
